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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election without traverse of Species I in the reply filed on 22 August 2005 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim 13 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected Species II, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-8, 14-17, 20-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Adamache et al., U.S. 4,988,389. 

Regarding claims 1-8, 15-17, 21-23 Adamache et al. discloses in figures 7A-E a 
production control unit having a subsurface check valve (12) allowing selective upward flow and 
jet pump (4) deployable on a single trip (via 9), a downhole receptacle (10), a sliding sleeve (3) 
receiving the valve, a flapper valve (col. 19, line 65-68), a pressure sensor (col. 19, line 34-35). 

As to claims 14 and 20, Adamache et al. discloses a packer (10) and the valve (12) near 
and above the packer. 

As to claim 24, Adamache et al. discloses installing the production control unit before 
installation of other lift equipment (col. 25, lines 38-46).

Regarding claims 25-27, Adamache et al. discloses a jet pump for utilizing fluid (4), a 
SSSV for preventing upward flow (col. 19, lines 65-68) and means for delivering (3) the former 
means. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9-12, 18, 19 and 28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest all the claimed subject matter 
including a slickline. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest all the claimed subject matter 
including a wireline. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest all the claimed subject matter 
including controlling the safety valve with fluid applied to the jet pump.
